S 
OME people

their mistakes.

life it often costs the taxpayers 
money. 
For that reason the peo­ 
ple commend Postmaster General 
Brown for admitting that his p<^t 
scheme for swelling postal revenue 
by increased postal 
rates 
was a 
huge mistake. 
Newspaper, busi­ 
ness executives and individuals who 
had warned him will hesitate, out 
of admiration for his honesty, to 
say, ‘T told you so,” 
Although the three - cent letter 
rate has been in force since J une 
there has been no gain in po.stal 
revenues.

“ Congenital alopecia” is a condi­ 
tion in which a child is born with­ 
out hair.

These 
children grow’ to maturity without 
hair and are bald-headed through­ 
out life. 
"Alopecia areata,” or loss of hair 
in patches, has been known for 
many centuries, and was first de­ 
scribed by Gelsus, a Greek physi­ 
cian, in the year 53 B. C, Little has 
been contributed since that time 
toward the understanding or treat­ 
ment of this disorder, in which there 
are patches varying in size and 
shape that contain no hair what­ 
ever. Often there is a regrow’th of 
hair in these patches, but the haii'i> 
that come in are usually white. No 
doubt many of my readers have ob­ 
served this condition. It is not lim­ 
ited to the scalp, but may occur in 
the beard, or the evebrows 


infection is the most comiaori 
cause of lo s of hair and usually 
it is caused by a parasite. It ma> 
be associated with ringworm. It it 
ulmost exclusively a disease ol 
childhood. 
"Tinea capitis” is the technica 
term used for infections of the haii 
of the scalp. The modern treatmci, 
of tinea capitis is removal of all tl 
hair by carefully measured X-ra 
treatment.

tions are taken and there is no rt 
infection, the new hairs that gro\ 
will be free from infection. 
Another disease caused by .

as well as in childhood, is calle. 
"tinea favus." In this, a yellow 
crust forms on the scalp and then 
is marked loss of hair, 'fhis diseast 
has favorably responded to moden. 
forms of treatment. 
Of "seborrhoea,” the fnmiliui 
trouble 
universally called "dan 
druff,” the cause is not definite^ 
known. It is most common in adults, 
and unless properly treated leads 
to loss of hair 
Unfortunately, 
most persons neg'ect dandruff. Poor 
manner of living, unhygienic can 
of the scalp and c.'^.relessness in the 
use of hairbrushes and combs are 
a few of the many factors responsi­ 
ble for dandruff. Keep your brush 
and comb clean, and do nest pcnnii 
others to use them.

Causes of Hair Loss 


"Congenital alopecia" is a condi- 


tion in which a child is bom with- 
out hair 
The cause of this condi- 


tion is not known, but it is believed 
to be hereditary, for it ceitamly 
appears to run in families. These 
children giow to maturity without 
hair and are bald-headed through- 
out life. 


•'Alopecia areata," or loss of hair 


in patches, has been kncmr for
